A VERDICT is expected today in 
the Brooker murder trial in which 
a man stands accused of kicking 
his partner to death in an alley. 

Susie Smith, also known as Susie Beaney, 
50, died in the William Harvey Hospital on 
April 29 after she was found lying injured in 
an alleyway between Godfrey Walk and 
Christchurch Road in Ashford. 

Her partner, Steven Brooker, 42, from 
Waterman House, Ashford, was later arrested 
and charged with her murder. 

On Monday, Mr Brooker gave evidence at 
Maidstone Crown Court. The jury was told he 
had already pleaded guilty to manslaughter, 
but the prosecution opted to continue the mur¬ 
der case, arguing his actions showed he 
intended to kill Ms Smith or cause her serious 
physical harm. 

Defence barrister Alexander Cameron QC 
asked how much Mr Brooker had drunk that 
day. He said between 10.30am and 6pm he had 
drunk four cans of Special Brew and three 
litres of strong white cider and was “sloshed”. 
When Ms Smith returned home he asked her 
where she had been. 

Earlier the jury heard how Ms Smith had 
been in town in the day and had collapsed out¬ 
side a post office in Tufton Street, where was 
treated by paramedics. 

She then made her way home. According to 
eyewitnesses who saw her that day, including 
police and paramedics, she did not appear to 
be badly injured although she was under the 
influence of alcohol.

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Conker players 
conquer health 
and safety fears 
for school sport

GURKHA children at a 
primary school have been 
getting into the swing of a 
traditional kids’ autumn 
pastime - conkers. 

Pupils of St Maly’s Primaiy School, 
Ashford, have taken up the age-old 
game which has been threatened in 
recent years by health and safety in 
some schools across the UK. 

They have even set up competi¬ 
tions and formed their own club - 
with the Nepalese children among 
the most enthusiastic players. 

The game is played by two players, 
each with a conker threaded onto a 
piece of string - the players take 
turns striking each other’s horse- 
chestnut until one breaks. 

Headteacher Sue Parkin said: “In 
the weeks leading up to half term the 
games were in full swing, as there 
were horse chestnuts all around to be 
picked up, attached to a string and 
ready for a game. 

“We have no problem with the chil¬ 
dren playing conkers at all, unless 
they start to hit each other. 

“We have quite a number of pupils 
from a Nepalese background who 
come from the families of Gurkha sol¬ 
diers. Of course they had never seen 
the game of conkers before so they 
became fascinated and veiy enthusi¬ 
astic players.” 

Members of staff supervise the 
games and attach the horse chestnuts 
to the string ready for the games. 

The first recorded game was on 
the Isle of Wight in the mid 19th 
century and it spread in populaity 
across the British Isles. It reached

Ireland but not mainland Europe 

In 1965 the World Conker Champ¬ 
ionships were set up in Ashton, 
Northamptonshire, and still take 
place on the second Sunday of 
October every year. In 2004, an audi¬ 
ence of 5,000 turned up to watch 
more than 500 competitors from all 
over the world. 

The first time that a non-British 
contestant won the Men’s World 
Conker Championship was 1976. 

Mexican Jorge Ramirez Carrillo 
took the place of a contestant who 
was unable to arrive on time at 
Ashton, and defeated the 1975 cham¬ 
pion at the finals. The men’s champi¬ 
on has been British in every other 
year except 1998, when Helmut Kern 
from Nauort, Germany, won. 

In 2000 a survey of British schools 
showed that many were not allowing 
children to play the game because of 
fears over safety from splinters or 
concern about pupils with nut allergies. 

And in 2004 a school in Carlisle 
bought six pairs goggles for pupils to 
wear while playing the game. 


Gardeners go for gold 


A GARDEN at a retirement develop¬ 
ment in Singleton has won the top 
prize in a county wide gardening 
competition. 

Windsor Court won the gold medal 
for the best community wildlife gar¬ 
den in the Kent Wildlife Gardening 
Awards. 

Residents of the supported hous¬ 
ing, run by Peverel Retirement, 
received the award from the Mayor of 
Ashford, Allen Wells. 

The gardens at Windsor Court 
include a large pond which attracts a 
lot of wildlife, as well as a duck house 
built by 78-year-old resident Stan 
Taverner. There are also four bench¬ 
es where residents enjoy sitting and 
relaxing in the warmer months. 

One resident, Joan Hollyer, 72, 
often helps out in the garden. 

She said: “Everyone who can help 


comes along during planting season 
to make the gardens beautiful. 
Afterwards we have a barbeque as a 
reward for all our hard work.” 

The residents at Windsor Court 
raise funds for the garden with a gar¬ 
dening money box kept in the com¬ 
munal lounge. “Everyone puts their 
coppers in,” said Joan. 

House manager Sandra Causton 
said: “I told the residents that if we 
managed to win the bronze prize 
we’d spray it gold. When I got the 
message that we’d won a gold medal 
and the community award I just 
couldn’t believe it.”

Drunk Brooker threw 
away phone after 
calling an ambulance

The prosecution alleged that when 
she got home to the flat she shared 
with Mr Brooker, an argument erupt¬ 
ed, which spilled out to the alleyway. 

Mr Brooker was seen by a neigh¬ 
bour, standing over Ms Smith in the 
alleyway where he appeared to kick 
her with his right foot. 

It is accepted by both the prosecu¬ 
tion and defence the blow to her 
stomach was the cause of death. 

Mr Brooker was overheard saying 
at the time. “Shall I phone? Is that 
GBH or ABH?” 

Ms Smith told a passerby she want¬ 
ed an ambulance but Mr Brooker told 
him he had phoned for one. He then 
threw his mobile phone into a nearby 
electricity substation. 

Mr Brooker said: “I heard the 
ambulance coming and did not want 
to be around. As I left I threw away 
the phone. I don’t know why I did it, I 
was drunk.” 

Mr Brooker said he left the alley- 
way because he had been in prison 
four months before and thought he 
was still on licence from jail. He then 
went to a friend’s house, Stephen 
Giles, and had two more cans of beer. 
He was asked to leave and was 
arrested soon after by police. 

In jail he wrote to Mr Giles, who 
knew where the mobile phone was, 
asking him not to retrieve it because 
the SIM card would prove to police he 
had called an ambulance. 

The emergency call was later 
played to the jury in which Mr 
Brooker refused to give his details to 
the operator and was heard saying, 
“goodbye, goodbye I wish I had never 
met you,” to Ms Smith. 

Barrister Deepak Kapur, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Ms Smith had been subject¬ 
ed to a tirade of abuse from Mr 
Brooker in the alleyway; her blood 
and hair had been found in the door¬ 
way of the couple’s flat, although it 
could not be accurately said when it 
had got there. Mr Kapur asked why 
Mr Brooker had left Ms Smith in the 
alleyway and why he had at first 
denied he had hit her. 

Mr Brooker said: “At the time I was 
in denial and shock. I had no inten¬ 
tion of hurting her.” 

Last week, based on initial police 
reports, we reported that Susie Smith 
had been found with stab wounds. 
This was incorrect and we apologise 
for any distress caused to Mr 
Brooker’s family.

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Museum hopes reach 
end of Ktondyhe line

PART of Ashford’s railway heritage 
has been lost for ever, despite 
hopes it could be converted into a 
museum celebrating the town’s 
engineering history. 

Demolition work has started on the old 
Klondyke sheds off Newtown Road, which were 
built during the town’s railway boom in the 
19th century. At one time it had been hoped the 
buildings could house a museum with exhibits 
about the town’s railway history 

The late Gordon Turner, a former mayor of 
Ashford, started an association to try to realise 
this dream. After his death, his widow, Betty, 
published a book Mr Turner wrote about the 
history of the railways in the town. 

Mrs Turner said: “It will be tragic not to have 
a museum on the site. I wish we could have 
stopped them knocking it down. The building 
would have been very important for the muse¬ 
um.” 

She added: “When we published the book in 
2007, a group was formed to try to get a muse¬ 
um. The South East England Development 
Agency] was also in favour, but we didn’t get 
anywhere. I’m devastated. This was where 
some of the finest engines were made and 
where the men worked.” 

More than 1,000 steam engines were built at 
Ashford’s railway works and exported all over 
the world. It finally closed in 1981. The muse¬ 


um plans also included an idea to run a steam 
train along the Hastings line to attract tourists. 
It was also hoped to take items from the 
National Railway Museum in York to put on 
display, including a train built in Ashford. 

The sheds were part of the railway works 
boom that hit the town from 1841 to 61 and 
were built by the South Eastern Railway 
Company. 

The Klondyke shop was responsible for build¬ 
ing carriage underframes for railway coaches. 
Kier Construction now owns the site and the 
larger Newtown works on the other side of the 
road. The developers have permission to devel¬ 


op the larger site incorporating the old railway 
sheds, but at present there are no planning 
applications for the Klondyke site. 

A spokesman for Kier Property said: “Ashford 
council granted us consent to demolish the 
Klondyke railway shed under section 80 of the 
Building Act 1984. We took the decision to 
demolish the shed on health & safety grounds 
as the roof was in disrepair, and we are still con¬ 
sidering how to use the site. Five listed build¬ 
ings on the Newtown Works site opposite will 
remain and it is our intention to refurbish these 
in the near future.” 


Gold necklace 
distraction 
theft attempt 

POLICE are asking for information two 
women who attempted to carry out a 
bizarre street robbery. 

A 35-year-old nurse was walking in 
Willesborough when, at the comer of 
Church Road and Osborne Road, a car 
stopped and two women got out. 

Both began to cry and said their moth¬ 
er had died. They then started to put 
necklaces around the nurse’s neck, say¬ 
ing she should keep them. 

The nurse pushed the women away 
and removed the necklaces. She then 
realised her own 22ct gold necklace 
was missing and told the women she 
was calling the police and got out her 
mobile phone. 

The women threw the necklaces at her, 
as well as a bracelet and a ring, before 
getting back into the car and driving off. 
The incident happened on Friday, 
November 13, at about 3.20pm. 

Intimidating 

Both women were of Asian or Middle 
Eastern appearance, around 35 to 40 
years old and spoke poor English. 

One is described as 5ft tall and thin, 
the second is 5ft 5in and fat. Both were 
dressed in black and were wearing black 
headscarves. 

Sergeant Alice Parton said: “This is 
quite a unique distraction technique, 
and could be quite intimidating for an 
older or vulnerable person. 

“I would like to speak to anyone who 
has information about this incident or 
the two women involved.”

'Keep affordable 
housing schemes' 

MOAT housing has warned the 
Government not to scrap affordable 
ownership schemes. 

The association is involved in the 
regeneration of the Stanhope estate. 

Seventy per cent of the new homes at 
the estate will be available for rent, or 
through shared ownership schemes for 
which the government provides a grant. 

After the Comprehensive Spending 
Review, the future of such schemes is 
unclear. 

Brian Johnson from Moat said: 
“Affordable home ownership offers peo¬ 
ple a different kind of choice to rented 
products. Shared owners gain a financial 
stake in their homes and a place of their 
own for as long as they choose to keep it. 

“House prices are still very expensive 
locally and, despite the current dip, they 
are unlikely to drop enough to make 
them affordable to many people on mod¬ 
est incomes. We need to maintain a way 
for people to access the market without 
the need for huge deposit savings or call¬ 
ing on an increasingly squeezed Bank of 
Mum and Dad. 

“People are not going to become part of 
a Big Society volunteer movement if that 
society can’t deliver the basic essentials 
of living at a decent price. A lot of the 
Government’s wider social policy 
depends on them getting their housing 
reforms right.” 

Mr Johnson said shared ownership 
produces income from sales, re-sales and 
rents that can be used to build extra 
affordable housing. 

He said: “As people resell, any govern¬ 
ment grant provided for their home gets 
recycled into more new homes; it is fantas¬ 
tic value for money for the public purse.” 


PLANS to erect a windmill at 
industrial units and a grain store in 
Rolvenden have been rejected by 
council planners. 

The application at Maytham Farm would 
have involved building a 24.5m high wind gen¬ 
erator capable of producing 26.4 Mega Watts of 
electricity each year. 

The blades of the Gaia llkw wind turbine 
would have been made of fiberglass mounted 
on an 18m pole with concrete base. 

The application had received the backing of 
Rolvenden Parish Council and the Weald of 
Kent Protection Society despite being in an 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty. 

Government policy is in favour of small scale 
generating schemes being given the go-ahead if 
they are not detrimental to the countryside. 

In 2007 changes in planning laws made it 
easier for householders to install small-scale 
wind turbines. It is thought they can help with 
reducing the country’s growing energy gap. 
Ashford council’s own policy is they should be 
permitted as long as they are not detrimental

to the countryside. 

Any electricity not used by the industrial 
units and grain store would have been sold 
back to the National Grid. 

At the planning meeting the applicant Mr 
Barham said his family had lived in Rolvenden 
for 100 years and he would not have made the 
application if it had been detrimental to the 
area. 

However, the council’s planning officer in his 
report said although the turbine would have 
been screened by trees and hedges from some 
angles in others it would be a prominent in the 
field. 

One neighbour also objected to the scheme. 
He argued allowing the wind generator to be 
built would encourage other sporadic one-off 
developments in an Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty and a Special Landscape Area. 
He suggested solar panels would be less intru¬ 
sive and noticeable. 

Committee members rejected the application 
on the grounds that: “The wind turbine, by

virtue of its siting, size, bulk and height, would 
represent an incongruous, intrusive and visual¬ 
ly isolated and prominent feature in the land¬ 
scape that would detract from, and be detri¬ 
mental to, the character and appearance of the 
landscape designated as an Area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty and Special 
Landscape Area.”

Q Can you tell us a bit about Margaret's Musical and 
Amateur Dramatic Society? How did it begin? 

A MMADS began after the previous society I 
belonged to folded due to the producer’s ill 
health. I had been their choreographer for 24 
years, appearing in all 25 or so musicals, and 
playing the leading role in 20 of them. We had 
a meeting and it was decided that I would be 
the new producer, as Kay Hall (the producer of 
K.H.A.O.S. Kay Halls Amateur Operatic 
Society was moving to Wales to be near her 
family. 

She is now 88 years old and still running up 
and down the stairs. She is a fine example of 
old age and one of my inspirations. She taught 
me everything I know regarding acting, self 
confidence, stage presence etc.

How did you first get interested in performing yourself? 


A I have been performing since I was four 
years old, as a tap dancer and then cancan 
routines. I became obsessed with Margot 
Fonteyn and it was when I was about nine 
years old that I started ballet classes. The 
teacher thought I had had ballet lessons 
before, as I knew how to be graceful and was 
complimented on having the best ‘point’ in the 
school. 

At 12 years old, Father Christmas left my 
twin sister Pat and I a guitar each. Three 
weeks later we had our first gig. I continued 
playing duets with Pat for at least seven years, 


during which time I also sang in several rock 
groups. I travelled all over the UK and the 
Continent, also playing bass guitar in a female 
rock group called The Ladybirds. We entered 
the X FACTOR three years ago, reached the 
third audition, and met Simon. It was fun.

What do you think makes a good panto? 


A Comedy, slick timing and lots of colour. 

Communication with the audience is very 
important. It’s good to include them in all the 
fun and games and singing.

What's it like staging a show at the Brake Hall? 


Q What can people expect from this year's production of 
Cinderella? 

A Lots of laughs and songs. We do have an 
audience participation scene, and of course, 
the inevitable ghost scene! Plenty of colour, 
comedy, dancing, scenery and a big bang when 
the coach appears from the pumpkin. 

Q Do you have any difficulty in finding performers who 
want to take part? 

A Yes, of course. We had 46 or so for Oliver 
and Seven Brides for Seven Brothers. It 
then decreased to about 34, then 30 now 24. It 
is very worrying. 


A The front curtains represent (to me) a true 
theatre. The wings have plenty of space for 
the coach and big props. There’s a big dressing 
room and a long corridor for the cast to change. 

Lighting and sound box etc. are provided, 
and I supply the technicians. The lighting man 
is the manager of lighting at the Covent 
Garden Opera House. Obviously he is excel¬ 
lent. The sound man has been with us since we 
began and is extremely efficient. He also does 
sound effects. 

On previous shows we had an orchestra, but 
this year they are unavailable, so we have my 
sister playing keyboards with orchestral 
sounds plus backing CDs. I’ve never done it 
like this before and I hope it works. It’s hard 
work.

Do you have any other shows in the pipeline? 


A We normally do one big American musical 
each year around April. Next year I am 
thinking about doing The King and I, Hello 
Dolly or Paint Your Wagon.

A Most performers are over 18. The best 
thing is to phone me and I can tell them all 
about it.

Mr Murray has been a lifelong advocate of 
sustainable design and build and Directline 
Structures has specialised in designing and 
constructing steel and timber-framed buildings 
since 1988.

Mr Murray said: “For example they might 
encourage a green roof on our office even 
though it would add £60,000 to the cost and 
reduce the effectiveness of the rainwater har¬ 
vester.” 

Keith Grimley, economic development officer 
for Maidstone council, said: “It was an excellent 
seminar which I found really enlightening. The 
approach of the company and the business 
model it operates really impressed me.”

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Power plant's bid 
for carbon kitty

CARBON-busting technology 
may yet see the light of day in 
Kent after a £1 billion govern¬ 
ment scheme was extended to 
gas-fired power stations. 

The competition to win funding for a car¬ 
bon capture and storage (CCS) demonstra¬ 
tion facility was originally only open to coal- 
fired plants, but before this week only one 
site in Scotland was still in the running. 

Last month E.ON - owner of Kingsnorth 
power station on the Hoo Peninsula, near 
Rochester - announced it was pulling out of 
the race because it could not foresee building 
a replacement in the near future. 

However, the German firm is refusing to 
rule out re-entering the competition now 
that its gas-fired power station on the Isle of 
Grain is eligible for funding. 

A spokesman said: “It’s too early to say yes 
or no, so we’re not ruling anything in or out. 
Watch this space.” 

The 1,275-megawatt Grain power station, 
which is due to be fully operational by the 
end of the year, is one of four gas-fired plants 
in Kent. 

The others are Damhead Creek in Hoo, 
Medway Power Station on the Isle of Grain, 
and the much smaller Sevington power sta¬ 



tion near Ashford. However, none of the three 
are likely to enter the CCS competition. 

Damhead Creek owner Scottish Power is 
also the firm behind the only remaining coal- 
fired station eligible for the funding, and says 
it is entirely focused on that particular bid. 

And Scottish and Southern Energy - 
owner of Medway Power Station - says it is 
already working on implementing CCS tech¬ 
nology at its gas-fired plant in Peterhead, 
east Scotland. 

Kent Green Party spokesman Steve Dawe 
said: “When the Government is spending 
limited financial resources on carbon cap¬ 
ture, which may take some years to imple¬ 
ment, the question should be raised as to 
what else we could do with the money. 

“If we spent the same amount on insulat¬ 
ing homes belonging to elderly and vulnera¬ 
ble people, then we could reduce the amount 
of carbon in the atmosphere that way.”

Postie's bike condemned 
to scrapheap in shake-up 


THE quintessential sight of a postman on 
a bike is to become a thing of the past 
as radical changes to the way mail is 
delivered is introduced. 

Postal workers across the county saw 
their bicycles taken away last week and 
replaced with vans - or trolleys for places 
inaccessible by larger vehicles - in a 
major shake-up by Royal Mail. 

The company said it was part of a £2 
billion modernisation of the national 
operation and argued it would stop work¬ 
ers having to carry heavy loads of letters 
and parcels. 

One east Kent worker, who asked not to 
be named, questioned why changes needed 
to be made when the old system worked. 

He added: “All bikes are being taken 
away and we’ll be going out in vans in 


pairs. Bike sheds at the sorting offices are 
also being taken down.” 

A Royal Mail spokesman said it was not 
a straightforward switch from bikes to 
vans and stressed not all cycles would go. 

“In making these changes, we remain 
absolutely committed to becoming a 
greener organisation, and all the improve¬ 
ments we are making will help us in our 
aim of achieving a 34 per cent reduction in 
carbon emissions by 2015,” he said. 

The Communication Workers Union, 
which represents postal workers in the 
county, welcomed the move. 

A spokeswoman said: “We fully support 
this and the reasons behind it. 

“A lot of people have a rose-tinted view 
of the postman on his bike, but this is a 
positive change.” 


County to trial central spending budget 


KENT has been selected as one of 16 areas 
nationwide to be given direct control over 
spending for social problems. 

The move will allow County Hall chiefs to 
run the recently launched new local budgets, 
free of centrally imposed conditions, so they 
can decide how to use money to help families 
with complex needs. 

The budget will bring together various 
central funding streams into one pot allowing 
the council how it uses the money. 

Kent County Council leader Paul Carter has 
welcomed the move, stating it could make a 
real, long-term difference to people’s lives. 

“We have long been calling for a move to 
area-based budgets and the freedom at a local 
level to use funding and resources to best sup¬ 
port our communities,” he said. 

“We are best placed to know what residents 
in our county need and this new opportunity 
means we can make every penny count.” 


Eric Pickles, secretary of state for communi¬ 
ties and local government, said up until now 
councils had no freedom in this kind of spending. 

“Whitehall funding had been funnelled 
through hundreds of disparate funding 
programmes wrapped up in tight financial 
conditions that effectively strangled local 
choice,” he added. 

KCC said community budgets will join up 
services for an integrated approach, so a family 
with multiple problems will not have to deal 
with a number of different schemes and agen¬ 
cies to get help. The council said it will also 
reduce costs by removing duplication and waste. 

The county was selected as a pilot area for 
the scheme along with 15 others because it 
was able to show “excellent local relationships 
with communities, the voluntary sector and 
other public sector partners.”

Don't waste more 
time not recycling 


The complacency in Ashford has 
been shown by these figures and 
the man in charge states that it is 
brilliant in the sense that we can 
only go up; there doesn’t seem 
much help for us does there? For 
many years Ashford has been 
trailing behind all the other Kent 
councils, but the man in charge at 
ABC says that he didn’t realise. 

Efficient recycling collections 
don’t have to mean the end of 
weekly rubbish collections either; 
Dartford happily do both. 

We have at least three excellent 
facilities for processing mixed 
recyclables in Kent which is why 
eveiy other Kent council collects ALL 
paper and cardboard, food and 
drinks cans, plastic bottles and (some 
collect foil too) in one container. 

Why not Ashford? Ashford’s blue 
box is very restrictive; they only 
collect newspaper and magazines, no 
other paper, no envelopes and cans 
and glass. There is no provision for 
mixed paper, cardboard or plastics, 
not to mention foil 

What people need is an effective 
mixed recycling collection where 
they can put everything for 
recycling in one bag or container 
without having to worry if it is the 
right sort of paper or if it’s a steel 
can or aluminum. In terms of cost, 
many other councils have proved 
that mixed recycling collections 
need not cost any more. Our refuse 
collectors do offer a great service 
and collect everything that is put 
out, so no overflowing bins, but this 
is not environmentally or 
financially sustainable. Whether I 
put out one black sack or ten, they 
will all be collected. No incentive to 
think about what we are throwing 
away and no incentive to recycle. 

We have the infrastructure in Kent, 
Ashford councils need to move with 
the times and play catch up.

Meaning of localism 
is in a right pickles 

Localism, localism, localism is what 
counts, communities minister Eric 
Pickles has told us all. Though he 
did add, with a wry smile, not 
necessarily in that order. 

Now it seems it isn’t the order of 
these three words that are in doubt 
- it’s their meaning. In fact, it 
appears localism has failed at its 
first hurdle, if the recent 
announcement on local enterprise 
partnerships (LEPs) is anything to 
go by. While LEPs might not sound 
very exciting, the Government has 
great expectations that they will 
“radically reshape the way business 
and government interact at local 
level”. That’s right, it will have far- 
reaching implications for decision¬ 
making on infrastructure, housing 
and enterprise. 

During the summer, Mr Pickles, 
along with business secretary Vince 
Cable, called upon businesses and 
local authorities to seize the 
initiative and create their own local 
partnerships. That is why we in 


Medway asked for one to be based 
around the historic county of Kent 
- called the Kent and Medway bid. 

To me, that sounds pretty local. 
And it was a bid supported by the 
majority of MPs in Kent, as well as 
many businesses and council 
leaders. Even though Mr Pickles 
has said “I won’t stand in your way” 
and “I will trust local government 
to deliver”, he didn’t like what he 
was hearing about a Kent and 
Medway LEP. In fact, he intervened 
at a very late stage to ensure plans 
for an alternative LEP for Kent and 
Essex were realised. Then later on, 
only a couple of weeks ago, East 
Sussex was suddenly included. 

This so-called ‘Super LEP’ which 
is the largest to be given the go- 
ahead by the Government, will 
have a combined population of 3.9 
million. The geographic area of 
these three counties is roughly a 
third the size of Belgium, more 
than the land taken up by 
Luxembourg and about a quarter 
the size of Holland. 

Is this really what we were 
promised by the localism agenda? 
Because in reality, this sounds more 
like a return to regionalism than 
the promised local solutions decided 
by local communities.A Kent, Essex 
and East Sussex LEP could include 
34 councils and thousands of 
businesses. Far too large to allow 
proper decision-making. This LEP 
has been forced on local 
government by the communities 
and business secretaries, despite 
opposition from local authorities 
and businesses across Kent. 

This makes a mockery of Mr 
Pickles’ statement that local 
government should not be told what 
to do by Whitehall. Recently, he said 
“if local politicians want to change 
the way government operates, then- 
council should pick up the phone”. 

So it’s surprising he hasn’t found 
time to meet with Medway before 
this announcement, even though we 
have made numerous attempts to 
arrange such a meeting. 

The Kent, Essex and East Sussex 
LEP is also at odds with what Mr 
Pickles has agreed elsewhere in the 
country. In the north east there were 
calls to retain the regional structure, 
but Mr Pickles thought that might 
be too regional. Never mind that the 
north east regional development 
agency covers a population of about 
2.5 million - nearly 1.5 million 
smaller than the super LEP he has 
agreed for our area. It seems 
ministers only want to allow 
localism to thrive if it fits what they 
want. This was something we all 
hoped had ended with the previous 
government. However, they have 
disregarded so much about Kent 
and Medway. Mainly that this is not 
an artificial region - it is a stable, 
organic, historic county with a 
natural economy. With a population 
of 1.6 million - already larger than 
any UK city except London - it 
would be large enough to negotiate 
with Whitehall, but small enough to 
address local issues. 

In the spirit of localism, I would 
ask both ministers to think again 
about their decree for one Local 
Enterprise Partnership for Kent, 
Essex and East Sussex. But before 
they do, they might want to check 
to see what localism really means.

Coastline's double 
water whammy 

THOSE looking forward to enjoying a 
dip in the sea next summer can do so 
with ease after every beach in Kent was 
awarded top-quality status for its clean 
water. 

Findings released by the Department 
for Environment, Food and Rural Affairs 
(DEFRA) and the Environment Agency 
showed the county’s 28 bathing spots 
met the highest European standards for 
water quality. 

It comes just weeks after Kent’s 
coastline was named as a world’s best 
destination by travel guide Frommer’s. 

Tourism bodies are celebrating both 
accolades and believe they will bring 
even more people in to the coastal towns. 

Chris Kirkham, manager of tourism 
board Discover Folkestone, Hythe and 
Romney Marsh, said: “There is a lot of 
positive news being generated by the 
Kent coast. 

“We have had more people deciding to 
holiday in the UK over the last three or 
four years and I don’t think that’s likely 
to change.” 

Areas such as Thanet, which has a 
number of celebrated bays highlighted 
by blue flag status already attracts 
thousands of tourists each year to its 
sandy beaches. 


KATE Middleton may be the first 
commoner to marry into the Royal 
Family in 350 years, but her Kent 
past is nothing to be ashamed of. 

The bride-to-be breaks the three-and-a-half 
century record set when Anne Hyde wed the 
Duke of York who was later crowned James II, 
in 1660. 

But it has now emerged that the 28-year-old, 
full name Catherine Elizabeth Middleton, has 
plenty of ancestral connections with the county. 

Researchers William Addams Reitwiesner 
and Michael J Wood have compiled her family 
tree and revealed Kate’s Kent heritage. 

Her great-great-grandfather was Frederick 
John Glassborow, who was bom in Nelson 
Terrace, Haggerstone, Middlesex, on February 
22,1859. 

In 1881 he was a commercial clerk, rising to 
become a shipping manager in 1920. He died at 
Homeleigh, Lismore Road, Beltinge, Kent, on 
December 21,1932. 

A great-great-great-grandfather was building 
labourer and brickmaker John Goldsmith who

was bom in Maidstone, in 1827. He died 
tragically from internal strangulation, a bowel 
condition, in Islington in June, 1888. 

Kate had a great-great-great-great- 
grandfather, again called John Goldsmith, who 
was bom in Kent in 1783. 

He was a carpenter and died around 1851. He 
was married to Rebecca, who was bom in 
Maidstone in 1796 and died from bronchitis at 
Church Street, Tovil, on December 29,1869. 

Under a section labelled ‘plausible 
continuation of the ancestry of Kate Middleton’ 
by the researchers, she has under 14 ‘greats’ 
some noble blood in the guise of Thomas 
Boleyn, 1st Earl of Wiltshire who was bom in 
1477 at Hever and died at Hever Castle, on 
March 12,1538 or 1539. 

The father of Anne Boleyn, the second wife of 
Henry VIII, was an English diplomat and 
politician whose grandfather Geoffrey Boleyn, 
a wealthy mercer, had purchased the Kent 
manor home. Boleyn was the maternal 
grandfather of Queen Elizabeth I.

Hever historian Anna Spender said: “Thomas 
Boleyn is Kate’s 14th-generation great- 
grandparent. He had three children with his 
wife, Elizabeth Howard: Mary, who was 
mistress of Henry VIII; Anne, second wife of 
Henry VIII and mother of Queen Elizabeth I; 
and George. The children spent their childhood 
at Hever Castle. 

“Prince William and Kate Middleton are 
distantly related, 12th cousins once removed, 
and are descended from the Boleyn family who 
owned Hever Castle in Kent between 1462 and 
1538. 

“Thomas Boleyn is Prince William and Kate’s 
14th generation grandfather. They are 
descended from Mary Boleyn’s side of the 
family.”

Cuts in coroners 

could add to loss 
for the bereaved

BEREAVED families may be forced 
to travel miles to identify dead 
relatives if plans to establish a single 
mortuary for Kent are approved. 

The proposal is one of several being 
considered by County Hall in an attempt to 
prevent the cost of the county’s coroners’ service 
spiralling out of control. 

Kent County Council currently spends about 
£1 million per year on post-mortem 
examinations at five different hospitals 
throughout the region, but bosses believe it 
would be cheaper in the long-term to have a 
mortuary owned by the taxpayer. 

A second option being considered is to build one 
mortuary in the east and another in the west, 
with the latter also offering post-mortem services 
to other local authorities outside of Kent. 

The issue was discussed at a meeting of the 
council’s communities policy overview and 
scrutiny committee last week, when Cllr Jean 
Law (Con, Herne Bay) called for sensitivity. 

She said: “I understand we have an 
overspend but at no point have I heard any 
mention of the effect on the public, and I would

be very much against having one mortuary for 
the whole of the county. 

“This is a very sensitive issue because the 
coroners’ service is not just for the deceased but 
for the bereaved as well, and we must always 
consider that travelling across Kent isn’t very 
easy for a lot of people.” 

The average cost of a single post-mortem 
examination is £189, and last year 4,396 were 
held in Kent - accounting for more than half of 
the 7,443 deaths reported. 

KCC will face even more financial pressure 
next year when Dartford and Gravesham NHS 
Trust increases its annual charge at Darent 
Valley Hospital by a staggering 157 per cent, 
from £97,000 to £249,000. 

The authority also spends £425,000 a year on 
pathologists’ fees. 

In addition to the mortuary plan, the council 
is also looking to save cash by cutting the 
number of coroners from four part-timers to 
just one full-timer. 

Current Mid Kent and Medway coroner Roger 
Sykes is due to retire at the end of April, and his 


successor will eventually take responsibility for 
the three other districts - north-west Kent, 
north-east Kent and central and south-east 
Kent - once the other coroners resign or retire. 

He will then be supported by a team of 
deputy coroners. 

KCC also plans to make savings by holding 
more inquests at council-owned buildings like 
its County Hall headquarters in Maidstone. 

“The increase in post-mortems is largely 
about the culture of this country,” said Clive 
Bainbridge, director of community safety and 
regulatory services. 

“The role of the coroner has changed. They’ve 
been around for hundreds of years but only 
recently have people heard of them. 

“Their profile has been heightened by the fact 
that people are more litigious than they used to 
be. They don’t accept that people die by accident.” 

Meanwhile, Mr Bainbridge also revealed the 
council plans to lobby the Government over the 
2009 Coroners and Justice Act. 

One of the key provisions of the new legislation 
was the introduction of a chief coroner to oversee 
the entire system, but last month the Justice 
Secretary Ken Clarke announced this would not 
happen due to financial constraints.

Forever blowing bubbles

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Beginning of the end is bleak and 
two-dimensional for wizard Harry

AND so it begins - the final chap¬ 
ter of JK Rowling’s best-selling 
fantasy saga, which holds the hon¬ 
our of the highest-grossing film 
franchise of all time. 

Cleaved in two for creative and commercial 
reasons, Harry Potter and the Deathly 
Hallows follows the shocking events of Harry 
Potter And The Half-Blood Prince, with Harry 
(Daniel Radcliffe), Ron (Rupert Grint) and 
Hermione (Emma Watson) facing the renewed 
threat from Voldemort (Ralph Fiennes) and 
the Death Eaters. 

David Yates, who directed the sixth film, 
strikes an even darker, gloomier tone for his 
imagining of the seventh book, leavened with 
occasional flashes of humour such as when 
Mad-Eye Moody (Brendan Gleeson) warns his 
fellow wizards that the magical Polyjuice 
Potion tastes like something unsavoury a gob¬ 
lin might produce. 

Screenwriter Steve Kloves remains faithful 
to Rowling’s hefty tome, but is allowed brief 
moments of artistic licence. 

We see Harry and Hermione tenderly danc¬ 
ing together, and Voldemort preys upon Ron’s 
insecurities and jealousy by taunting him with 
a vision of a naked Harry and Hermione 
locked in a steamy embrace, their blushes 
spared by swirling tendrils of smoke. 

The third film is certificate 12A for a reason. 

Even more startling is a stylish animated 
sequence, that recounts The Tale Of The Three 
Brothers from Hermione’s copy of The Tales Of 
Beedle The Bard, which explains the meaning 
of the Deathly Hallows. 

The nefarious Lord Voldemort and his fol¬ 
lowers, including Bellatrix Lestrange (Helena 
Bonham Carter) and Lucius Malfoy (Jason 
Isaacs), continue to grow in power, threatening 
everything that Dumbledore (Michael 
Gambon) and his followers hold dear. 

With Hogwarts in disarray, Harry, Ron and 
Hermione embark on a perilous quest to find

the mysterious Horcruxes and stop the forces 
of darkness taking over the wizarding world. 

Originally intended for release in 3D, Harry 
Potter And The Deathly Hallows: Part 1 will 
only screen in traditional 2D, after the techni¬ 
cal wizards at Warner Bros were unable to 
convert this first instalment to the eye-pop- 
ping format in time for the worldwide release. 

In some ways, it’s a blessing, because the 
film’s running time of 146 minutes would 
mean eye strain for younger audiences. 

That said, Part 2 will definitely screen in 3D, 
ensuring Harry, Ron and Hermione conclude 
their epic quest with a bang. 


Several sequences in David Yates’s film have 
clearly been designed with the format in mind, 
such as when Voldemort’s snake Nagini 
springs at the camera, fangs bared. 

Radcliffe’s limited acting range draws 
unwelcome attention and he is unable to con¬ 
vey the grief of his teenage hero. 

Meanwhile, Watson blossoms, capturing the 
heartbreak of a Mudblood who may lose every¬ 
thing, and Grint provides comic relief as well 
as mild sexual tension as Ron wrestles with 
his feelings for Hermione. 

Fiennes glowers behind his flawless make¬ 
up and Yates seamlessly melds visual effects 


and live action, not least with the re-introduc- 
tion of Dobby (voiced by Toby Jones). 

Part 1 concludes with good and evil evenly 
balanced, both sides having suffered losses in 
pursuit of ultimate victory. 

The release of Part 2 on July 15,2011, seems 
an agonisingly long way off.

footage of stags rutting, badgers 
grooming and birds bonking. This is 
an increasing tendency in TV these 
days. The cheapest way to make tele¬ 
vision is to get your viewers to send 
in the content. 

This is just one of my problems 
with the programme and its sister 
Springwatch. When it first started in 
2005 it was a good idea. The live ele¬ 
ment of watching the animals was 
something new and it did put a focus 
on British wildlife which is often neg¬ 
lected for the flashier critters of the 
African savannah or Amazonian 
rainforest. 

But five years later the novelty is 
wearing off. There’s only so many 
times watching a badger scratch its 
privates or wren chicks depositing 


their faecal sacks into their mother’s 
beak is appealing. 

They have also introduced another 
new presenter, Martin Hughes- 
Games. With his long, flowing locks 
and soft voice I suspect he has been 
brought in to be the eye candy for 
female viewers. 

Mr Hughes-Games is a very experi¬ 
enced natural history producer who 
has now made the move in front of 
the camera, but quite frankly his 
style just seems to reinforce the feel¬ 
ing that this programme is made 
more for the enjoyment of the people 
making it than its viewers. 

I suspect the fact that Mr Oddie 
and the other long-term presenter 
Simon King have left the programme 
is a sign that they could see the end is 
nigh. Rats can always be seen leaving 
a sinking ship. (Now that would be 
fascinating natural histoiy viewing.)

But that keen entry price only buys you the 
front-wheel drive 1.6-litre petrol model - most 
buyers want the front-wheel drive diesels 
(from £17,395), though there is still demand 
for the full 4x4 2.0-litre diesel versions from 
£19,995, as tested here.

whether it was actually a petrol unit. It is also 
incredibly clean, with emissions attracting a 
road tax of just £90 a year. 

The engine works well in 4x4 format too; 
worth a relatively paltry extra £1,000 against 
an equivalent front-wheel drive version, and a 
bargain here in flagship Premium form, bring¬ 
ing full-length panoramic glass sunroof, lots of 
interior chrome, cruise control, dual zone cli¬ 
mate control, part-leather upholstery, smart 
roof rails and loads more. 

The 4x4’s fuel and tyre consumption cannot 
possibly be as good as that for a front-driven 
version; official figures show that fuel con¬ 
sumption drops less than two mpg for the 4x4, 
but most drivers will exploit the extra grip and 
its partnership with a well-sorted chassis that 
shows what a clunker the Tucson was. 

The cabin is well finished, though hardly 
earth-shattering in design, while the roomi¬ 
ness and boot capacity are impressive, and the 
flat rear footwell makes it a comfortable five- 
seater. 

Chuck in that copper-bottom warranty and 
it’s a no-brainer but for the branding, though 
badge snobbery is fast waning in these more 
realistic times.. .we hope.

Landlords advised on 
how to beat squatters 

THE latest plans to give landlords infor¬ 
mation on combating squatters has been 
praised by an industry expert. 

Paul Shamplina, founder of Landlord 
Action, said that housing minister Grant 
Shapps’s plans were “encouraging” as 
they were taking a “proactive approach” 
to helping property-owners deal with 
illegal dwellers. 

“We have also recently seen the stereo¬ 
typical image of squatters brought into 
question. 

“There has been an increase in squat¬ 
ting by young professionals who claim 
they cannot afford to rent, let alone buy 
a property, especially with the sharp 
rises in rent that we have seen of late,” 
said Mr Shamplina. 

He went on to say that landlords 
should ensure void periods were min¬ 
imised and the property did not appear 
to be unoccupied, while reducing the 
ease of access to a home was also an 
important step. 

In the new legal guide, homeowners 
were told that “the law is on their side”. 

Warning to tenants 
over cheap rent scams 

TENANTS should beware fraudsters 
who advertise properties at a cheap rent 
but then disappear with the deposits 
paid. 

The thieves use websites and genuine 
letting-agency photographs copied from 
the internet to dupe people into putting 
down payments of thousands of pounds. 

The property ombudsman has received 
5,000 complaints so far this year, while 
the National Fraud Intelligence Bureau 
issued an alert last month after receiv¬ 
ing 95 complaints, up to 50 of which were 
in London. 

Housing charity Shelter believes such 
fraud is more widespread than previous¬ 
ly thought, particularly in London, 
where a buoyant lettings market and 
shortage of properties has seen rents 
rise by 20 per cent in the last year. 



Buy-to-let market up as 
more seek to rent homes

THE recovery of the buy-to-let 
market continued in the third 
quarter, according to recent figures 
which say it has been boosted by 
strong demand for rental property 

A total of £2.8 billion was advanced to 
investment landlords in the three months to 
the end of September. 

This represents 33 per cent more than dur¬ 
ing the same period of 2009 and the highest 
level since the final quarter of 2008, according 
to the Council of Mortgage Lenders (CML). 

The buy-to-let market was hit hard by the 
original credit crunch and the recession, with 
many lenders withdrawing completely as they 
struggled to raise funds to lend. 

Lending levels hit a low of £1.9 billion in the 
second quarter of 2009, but advances have 
been gradually moving upwards since then, as 
the market has recovered. 

Despite the recent improvement, lending 
levels remain only a fraction of the record 
£12.4 billion advanced to buy-to-let investors 
during the third quarters of both 2006 and 
2007. 

The CML said the rise in lending during the 
third quarter, which was 12 per cent up on the 
previous three months, was driven by strong 
demand for rental property as many first-time 
buyers struggled to get the mortgages they 
needed to buy their own home. 

Michael Coogan, director general of the 
CML, said: “We would expect buy-to-let 
demand to pick up further if current rising 
rental trends continue and house prices 
remain broadly stable. 


“However, there is short-term uncertainty as 
a result of the unresolved debate on housing 
benefit and landlords’ response to new limits. 

“The bigger question is whether there will be 
sufficient supply side capacity to meet that 
demand, as the number of buy-to-let lenders 
dwindled in the credit crunch after 2007 and is 
yet to be fully restored.” 

Nigel Terrington, chief executive of buy-to- 
let lender Paragon, said the figures were 
“encouraging” and reflected higher confidence 


among landlords and lenders in the market. 

“Although we are still a long way from nor¬ 
mal market conditions and lending is low by 
historical standards, the market is heading in 
the right direction,” he said. 

Further figures revealing a stagnant mort¬ 
gage market in September underlined the 
soaring demand for scarce rental properties. 

There were 50,000 loans for house purchase, 
unchanged on August, although the value of 
loans fell by £200 million. 


First-time buyers back on the scene 


PROPERTY website Rightmove 
has suggested that first-time buy¬ 
ers (FTBs) are returning to the 
housing market. 

According to a report by the 
property website, which ques¬ 
tioned 25,584 potential buyers 
last month, first-time buyers are 
being encouraged by falls in house 
prices. 

It found that some 33 per cent of 
FTBs expect the cost of property 
to be lower this time next year, up 
from just 20 per cent in the previ¬ 
ous three months. 

Meanwhile, just over a quarter 


of FTBs hope to purchase their 
first home in the next 12 months 
- up from 22 per cent in July, said 
Rightmove. 

FTBs are key to the housing 
market and a shortage of them 
has meant a full recovery has yet 
to be seen. 

They still need a hefty deposit of 
at least 25 per cent to secure a 
mortgage, according to figures, 
and this is why the numbers have 
been dwindling. 

Finally, the survey also found 
that more than half of FTBs are 
aged between 25 and 34.

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Lack of sponsorship keeps 
GSE Racing off the track

A FORMER British Superbike 
Championship-winning team 
insist they have no intention of 
returning to the track after failing 
to attract enough investment. 

GSE Racing, based in Ashford, hold the 
record as the most successful outfit in the 
British championship’s history with five titles, 
but were forced to bow out of the sport last 
year due to a lack of sponsorship. 

The team, formed by Kent businessman 
Darrell Healey, has been at the forefront of 
British superbikes for the last ten years and 
has helped produce a number of top riders 
including Troy Bayliss, Sheppey’s Shane 
Byrne and Leon Haslam. After failing to 
secure a title sponsor for 2010, Healey hinted 
earlier this year that the focus was on 2011, 
but has now confirmed GSE Racing has no 
plans to return to the sport next year. 

He said: “We don’t have any plans to return 
for the foreseeable future. We have achieved 
everything we wanted to in the British champi¬ 
onship over the years and I think the only thing 
that would tempt us into a comeback was if we 
could do something at world level. In this eco¬ 
nomic climate it is difficult to attract title spon¬ 
sors, which are crucial. We would need to bring 
in around £1.5 million a year to do something in 
the World championship.” 

Elsewhere, Ashford-bom superbike rider 


Leon Camier has welcomed the return of 
Donington Park to the World championship 
calendar. 

The Leicestershire circuit will host the 
European round of the championship, which is 
due to be held on March 27. The British round 
will once again take place at Silverstone in July. 

A pleased Camier said: ‘We had a good win 
[at Donington Park] in 2009 on the way to tak¬ 
ing the British title, and I’ve always enjoyed 


riding there. But the biggest thing for me is 
being able to go out there and race in front of 
the British fans twice in a season. 

“The support I had at Silverstone this year 
was unbelievable. Looking around and seeing 
all of the Camier T-shirts, the cheers from the 
crowd and the reception we had when we 
stood on the podium, they are all things I will 
never forget. To be able to experience that 
twice will be fantastic.”
